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‘THE McCARRAN DECISION 

. THE 2 to 1 decision of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
upholding the McCarran Internal Security Act cannot 
- stand if the Bill of Rights is to remain the foundation stone 
of our country, 

Let it be recalled that when the McCarran Act was 
passed ‘in 1950. it was opposed by all sections of the labor 
movement, including the AFL and CIO. It was vetoed by 
President Truman. It was passed by thé 81st Congress, 
a Congress bulldozed by McCarthy and McCarran, whose 
influence overrode the President’s veto. This Nov. 2 the 
nations voters ousted McCarthyites in most instances 
where they had this opportunity. 


The action of the Appeals court majority represents 

a surrender to the very same McCarthyite influences 
which dominated the 8]st Congress and which were repu- 
diated at the polls last month. Nevertheless it was of great 
significance that Judge David L. Bazelon vigorously dis- 
sented. He declared, concerning the McCarran Act re- 
uirement that the Communist Party shall register as a 


conspiracy’ and a “foreign agent’: 


“No argument could reconcile such an act with the 


Fifth Amendment's command that ‘no person shall -be 
er in any criminal case to be a witness against him- 
self,” 
And not only in-this regard is the Constitution flout- 
ed by that infamous Act. | 
, The McCarran Act cannot be réconciled with consti- 
tutional guarantees of free speech and press. It would pun- 
ish persons and organizations exercizing those rights to 
advocate peace, specifically as it came up in this case, to 
_ advocate a cease-fire in Korea. Believe it or not, but the 


Communists were charged with being foreign agents in ° 


this case because of such advocacy! 

The McCarran Act cannot be reconciled with the 
constitutional bar against depriving persons of their rights 
without due process of law. By its registration provision, 
the seeps Act deprives persons of such rights without 
a trial. ; ; | 

The -McGarran Act cannot be reconciled with the 
Constitutional barrier to a Bill of Attainder—that is, a law 
directed against a specific person or organization. Clearly 
this is such a law by its very nature. .

In ‘the case of UMT, the Ad-
